1L600,000 loss on mortgages of IL60m.

TEL AVIV. — Israel Guarantee 
Corporation, guarantors of housing 
Mortgages for new immigrants, has 
Jost only IL600,000 by defaulting 
Mortgagees during its six years in 
operation, the company’s managing 
director, Jacob Hoffman, said yes- 
terday. However, the believed that 
half that amount will be recovered 
by court action. He maintained that 
a one per cent default rate for a 
firm that has guaranteed loans, 
as of 1974 amounting to some 
TL60m., is an excellent record. 


The corporation's main function, 
according to Mr. Hoffman, is to 
Buarantee the mortgages of new 
immigrants nad young couples en- 
titled ts housing benefits. Unlike 
many sther countries, the property 
against which the mortgage stands 
is insufficient guarantee for Israel 


banks, which demand the signatures 
from at least, three individuals. 
This requirement is frequently im- 
possible for the mewcomers and 
couples to fulfil. The corporation 
steps in where friends and rela- 
tives may fear to tread. 


For a half of ome per cent of 
the balance of the loan at the be- 
ginning of each year, the corpora- 
tion is willing to guarantee the 
mortgage for the whole loan period. 
Spread over a period of years on a 
balance that is continually decregs- 
ing, Mr. Hoffman points out that 
the fee Is relatively small. 


The corporation aiso guarantees 
loans taken out by new immigrants 
to open a business. As with hous- 
Ing loans, the guarantee is against 
real property. In the past, difficul- 
tles arose over recovering funds 
upon default when less tangible 
assets (ie. machinery, office equip- 


ment ete.) were used as guarantees. 
Here the service costs three per 
cent of the balance each year for 
the duration of the loan. 

The service is also a welcome 
one for the banks, according to 
‘Mr. Hoffman. Not only can the 
banks dispense with the paperwork 
involved with the signatures of 
three to five guarantors, but with 
the legal procedures in case of de- 
fault The corporation will reim- 
burse the bank after defaults on 
three payments (i.e. after 3 months), 
and attempt to recover what it 
has paid out plus 25 per cent in- 
terest. 

The corporation was set up after 
the 1968 Jerusalem Economie Con- 
ference. Sir Isaac Wolfson put for- 
ward the idea and at present he 
heads the board of directors which 
includes Haim Herzog. Victor Car- 
ter, Samuel Rothberg, Shaul Eisen- 
berg. and Aaron Sacharov.

‘blacklisted’ Jews

The chairman of the ILP Knes- 
set faction, Yehuda Sha'ari, has put 
a long list of questions to Religious 
Affairs Minister Yitzhak Raphael, 
about a blacklist of Jews in this 
country, whom the rabbis refuse to 
wed. 

In -his parliamentary question, 
Sha‘ari asked how many names 
were on the blacklist and how many 
of these were immigrants who had 
arrived over the past three years. 

He asked whether the Minister 
ordered the list to be maintained, 
or knew of its existence, and how 
long this situation ‘had persisted. 

He asked who supplied the infor- 
mation about the blacklisted per- 
sons, and who took the decision, 
to put a name on the list. He asked 


- how many couples only discovered 


that the rabbi refused to marry 
them just a few days before the 
ceremony. 

Sha'‘ari asked if the Ministries of 
Interior and Religious Affairs were 
operating hand-in-hand to blacklist 
Jews. 

Ze'ev Schul adds from Tel Aviv: 

Shulamit Aloni, MK, said yester- 
day that “the methods used by the 
religious authorities in blacklisting 
10,000 individuals and practically 
excluding them from the Jewish 


community are comparable only to _ 


those resorted to during the times 
of the Spanish Inquisition.” 

Mrs. Aloni said that there were © 
over 144 separate lists, meticulously 
prepared, and based on spies, pro- 
fessional informers and gossip. ‘The 
lists varied from people converted 
to Judaism abroad by non-Orthodox 
rabbis and whether a person waa 
circumcised or not. She said that 
one list has 15 suspected “mam- 
serim.” ἢ 

She said that it makes all per- 

sons with the family name of Mar- 
cus and of German origin suspect 
of being of non-Jewish origin. Des- 
pite the dubious sources of the 
information, she claimed, rabbis are 
told to check al! candidates for 
marriage in accordance with the 
lists. 
She said that the former Minister 
of Religious Affairs Zerah Warhaf- 
tig, as well as a senior Ministry of 
Interlor official, had denied having 
any knowledge of the lists. The 
former Prime Minister had been in- 
dignant when questioned about it, 
she recalled. 

Mrs. Aloni intends to round up 
several victims of the Usts and take 
their cases to the courts in an at- 
tempt to invalidate the lists and 
claim damages. As soon as the 
Knesset reconvenes, she intends to 
revive the legislation of the registra- 
tion of religion and legalization of 
civil marriage ceremonies. 


Blue Band says it won't 
rehire ‘troublemakers’

HAIFA. — The manager of the 
strike-bound Blue Band plant here, 
Giora Teltsch, said yesterday the 
food-products firm would agree 
only to “selective re-engagement” 
of its 230 production workers, whom 
it fired on Tuesday. 

But the local Labour Council, 
which had the wildcat 
strike which led to the men’s dis- 


“unconditional 
reinstatement” of all, provided they 
undertake to honour Histadrut dis- 
cipline. The Council has called a 
meeting of the men for 6.30 this 
morning to vote on its uncondi- 
tional order to return to work at the 
plant, which supplies 80 per cent 
of the country’s margarine and 
much of its packaged soup. 
Yesterday morning several fights 
broke out the workers who 
are “blockading” the plant, over 
whether to continue the dispute. 
Police did not have to intervene. 
Various Communist and left-wing 
groups also sent agitators to the 


spot. But it is thought the dispute 
may be settled today; if it is not, 
a margarine shortage will develop. 
Before striking, the men — all 
daily, as opposed to monthly-paid 
— had staged a week-long slow- 
down to back their demand for 
higher severance pay. With pro- 
duction of Blue Band margarine 
and Telma food products at the. 
38-year-old plant cut in half, the 
management then laid off 34 pro- 
duction men, whereupon all the 
rest went out on strike. The plant's 
other 380 employees, mainly ad- 
ministrative, are not striking. 
Mr. Teltsch said the plant had an 
excellent labour record until a year 
ago, and that its workers averaged 
IL2,500 to 3,000 monthly, excluding 
overtime. The average worker had 
been 20 years at the plant, but in 
the past year a small group of 
younger and newer men had been 
stirring up trouble, “no doubt in- 
spired by the success of the strong- 
arm measures used by other groups 
of workers.” These men he would 
refuse to take back, he said.

Bonn suffers 
record slump 


BONN (UPI). — The West German 
economy suffered a record slump in 
the first six months of this year, 
with the gross national product 
declining five per cent against the 
comparable period last year, the 
Federal Statistics Bureau reported 
on Tuesday. 

By comparison, in the second half 
of 1974, the GNP declined only 
slightly more than half a per cent. 

Capital investments in the Jan- 
uary-June period of this year drop- 
ped 6.1 per cent against the 1974 
period, after showing a two per cent 
decline in each semester of the pre- 
ceding year. 

Private consumption rose 8.2 per 
cent, while government investment, 
boosted by pump-priming measures 
to revive the economy, increased 
12.8 per cent. State investment in 
the whole of 1974 exceeded the pre- 
ceding year by only 16 per cent. 

National income in the period 
rose 3.6 per cent, with wages and 
salaries going up by an average of 
4.6 per cent, and profits rising 1.1 
per cent, the bureau reported.

visor asked her whether it would 
embarrass her to work with Arab 
customers.

Helsinki is 
paying off 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Beneficial ef- 
fects of the European security 
agreement are being felt around 
the world already, and the basic 
principles of the August Helsinki 
summit should be applied on other 
vontinents too, Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev said yesterday. 

In a message to the Afro-ASian 
Solidarity Organization, whose coun. 
cil opened its 12th session here 
yesterday, Brezhnev said world s0- 
cialism was the natural ally of 
liberation movements in developing 
countries. 

The Communist Party general- 
secretary said “already today the 
results of the European security 
and cooperation conferente are 
having a Ddeneficial effect on all 
international developments. 

‘Tt is our conviction that the 
basie principles outlined in the final 
act of the conference extend hbe- 
yond the boundaries of the Euro- 
pean continent and can be applied 
on other continents.” 

The message, read to applause 
at the organization's first session, 
warned that “colonialism and neo- 
colonialism have not reconciled 
themselves to their defeats. 

“Of growing importance in these 
circumstances is the unity of ac- 
tion by the countries of world 50- 
cialism and the national Jiberation 
movements — natural allies both 
in the struggle for independence 
of all peoples and in the struggle 
for equal cooperation of ali states.” 


Israel holding up 
peace — ‘Pravda’ 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — The Soviet 
Union yesterday said that Israel's 
plans for large-scale purchases of 
U.S. armaments proved that the 
country's leadership intended te put 
off for ever a peaceful Middle Hast 
settlement. 

“Pravda” described Israel Defence 
Minister Shimon Peres’ arms-buy- 
ing visit to Washington as the first 
side-effect of the recent Egyptian- 
Israeli troop withdrawal agreement 
— which has already earned Krem- 
lin disapproval. 

“Tt Is worth noting that the deli- 
very dates are calculated over a 
period of years ahead, which clear- 
ly proves the intention of the Tel 
Aviv Jeaders to drag out to infinity 
a peaceful and just solution to the 
whole problem,” the paper declared. 


Turin’s new Communist 
bosses in wary debut

ROME. — The new Communist ad- 
ministrators of Turin, the largest 
city in Western Europe to vote 
Communists to power in local gov

Their strategy is emerging -as 
follows: an ambitious bureaucratic 
reform programme, an attempt to 
awaken a civic sense in a city 
swamped by poor Southern immi- 
grants, and an open attitude tothe 
capitalists who provide the jobs in 
Ttaly’s most industrially advanced 
region. ἢ 
. The Communists have taken over 
at an inauspicious moment, the 
worst economic slump since World 
War I, and they inherit the results 
of 25 years of inefficient and often 
corrupt Christian Democrat govern- 
ment. But there has been no witch- 
hunt among public office holders. 
An appointments commission has 
been set up to vet all new public 
appointments to local banks, hos. 
Pitals and welfare services, but 
existing office holders have been 
told they can stay on. 

Despite their caution, the Com- 
munists. have acted decisively in 
the six weeks they have been in 
Office. Lucio Libertini, vice-presi- 
dent of the regional government of 
Piedmont, has _ streamlined the 
various responsibilities of local gov- 
ernment into three new depart- 
ments, production, planning, and 
social services. 

Internal administrative boundaries 
have been redrawn and a deadline 
announced for the decentralization 
of powers. New local street com. 
mittees are to be elected next

Relations between the Rome Gov- 
ernment and the Turin Communists 
are correct if not enthusiastic. The 
Communists have to be on their best 
behaviour to get the credit they so 
desperately need to keep the city 
afloat. But the Communists’ main 
adversary 1s Italy's arch capitaltst, 
Giovanni Agnelli, multi-millionaire 
head of the huge Fiat motor car 
empire whose headquarters are in 
Turin. 

Although the latest Fiat forecast 
is of an upturn of business in 1976, 
the immediate local economic out- 
look is grim for Turin. The Com- 
munists estimate that about a third 
of the working population of Pied- 
Tont have been laid off and are 
receiving short-term redundancy 
payments from a Government-aided 
unemployment fund. Another 50,000 
jobs will disappear this autumn, they 


say. 
Most people in Turin seem to want 
to give the Communists a chance 
to prove themselves. But they face 
a tough situation and they realise, 
in the words of Signor Libertini, 

that “power means money.”

SOME 12,300,000 French 
schoolchildren trooped back to their 
classrooms, some willingly but 
others less so, on Monday. Absent for 
the day were Jewish boys and girls 
whose return was postponed for 24 
hours so they could observe Yom 
Kippur. Education Minister Rene 
Baby refused a request from Chief 
Rabbi Jacob Kaplan to set ‘Tuesday 
as the first day of the new school 
year. But he said all Jews — pupils 
and teachers — would obtain permis- 

sion to stay away during the fast. 

The Education Minister had to 
cope with even more. delicate 
problems than religious scruples in 
organising the rentree as the 
massive move back to schoo! is call- 
ed in France. There are only 0.7 per 
cent more pupils than Jast year but 
they are unevenly spread, with big 
demand In the kindergartens and 
technical colleges and a marked 
drop in the elementary schools 
which reflects the decline in the 
birthrate during the late 1960s. 

Minister Raby narrowly averted a 
head-on with the kindergarten 
teachers who complained that they 
cannot cope with more than 35 tiny 
tots in a class. When they threatened 
to turn away the overflow, the 
Minister retorted by warning that 
any teacher who refused to accept 
pupils would be punished. Haby was 
taking a risk because the 
kindergarten mistresses belong to a 
trade union which groups nine 
teachers out of ten. A confrontation 
in the kindergartens could have 
brought the entire teaching profes-: 
sion out on strike. 

Ancther thorny problem is the dis- 
appearance of primary schools in 
country areas where they are not 
regarded as economically viable. 
Over 700 village schools shut down at 
the end of the summer term and 
their pupils will have to bus to other 
establishments, often many 
kilometres away.

NEW YORK (AP). — 
THE TROLLEY is making ἃ come- 
back in the U.S. Detroit is buying 
1sth century trolley cars with oak 
and mahogany interiors from 
Lisbon. Pittsburgh paints its street- 
cars in candy-cane stripes and gives 
them nicknames. Boston and San 
Francisco are expanding their 
fleets. And — fares in many cities 
are dropping. 

Less than 800 km. of trolley track 
remain in the United States. In 1917, 
80,000 cars carried 11 billion 
passengers a year over 72,000 km. of 
track. But gasoline prices, air 
pollutants and spiffy promotional 
campaigns are making people more 
aware of the troliey as mass transit. 

Six citles — Boston, Philadelphia, 
New Orleans, Pittsburgh, San Fran- 
cisco and Shaker Heights, Ohio — 
have kept at least part of their 
trolley systems working and now 
congratulate themselves for such 
foresight. 

Seattle has 50 trolleys on 48 km. of 
track and plans to add 40 km. and 50 
electric buses soon. The rides are 
free downtown, and fares elsewhere

New 
cars to replace 1984-model cars in 
San Francisco and an aged and 
much-depleted fleet in Boston cost 
$300,000 each when ordered in 1973. 

Some cities have considered but 
turned down the construction of sub- 
ways because the cost of construc- 
tion and rolling stock has become 
prohibitive.

The War Between Men and Women 
(Ben Yebuda, Tei Aviv), is an off- 
beat comedy based on the writings 
and drawings of the late James 
Thurber, that glum, sceptical 
American humorist whose work was 
much concerned with “the battle of 
the sexes.'' Melville Shavelson 
directed and also wrote the 
screenplay in co-operation with 
producer Danny Arnold. 

The film apparently is at least 
semi-autobiographical, with the car- 
toonist hero Peter Wilson (Jack 
Lemmon) struggling against advan- 
cing blindness, as of course Thurber 
himself was. In the story, he is a 
marriage-shy, child-hating 
bachelor, who nevertheless falls for 
the charms of a delight*ul divorcee 
(Barbara Harris) with three 
children and a nant dog. They 
get married, with the woman's ex- 
husband (Jason Robards). a 
crusading war photographer in 
attendance at the wedding.

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SYRIA MUST WAIT 


WHAT NEXT? is the favourite question of politicians and 
political pundits. No sooner has an event transpired than the 
politicians are planning, and the pundits predicting, its sequel. 
This natural, inevitable propensity has given rise to the ongoing 
stream of speculation, from the moment the Israel-Egypt 
agreement was concluded, about when Israel-Syria talks will 


Add to this natural propensity the unnatural tendency 
towards political masochism among some quarters in Israel, 
and the Government’s understandable reluctance to face up 
to the Syrian problem — and the result is yesterday's peculiar 
Knesset session. 

The House convened at eleven. On the agenda was the 
Likad's motion referring to Egyptian Foreign Minister Fahmy’s 
. declared expectation of Israel-Syria talks next month. 

Government and opposition spokesmen perfunctorily rehearsed 
their familiar themes for and against the it with 
Egypt. Foreign Minister Allon carefully declined a Likud 
challenge to flatly rule out interim talks with Syria, but 
insisted that the whole question was premature. a 

By midday, hands had been dutifully raised (a ‘Likud motion 
on educationally disadvantaged youth also summarily dis-

It was an expensive and not overly-dignified exercise in 
democracy. As Mr. Allon pointed out, if the House isto convene 
in special session every time an Arab official says something 
which is objectionable to the Likud, there will be no end of it. 

From the Likud’s standpoint, perhaps, it was a legitimate 
political performance. But not even the Likud really believes 
that an interim agreement with Syria is imminent. 

Tentative, exploratory talks may begin soon. But the Gov- 
ernment is determined not to enter into substantive new nego- 
tiations before the just-concluded Sinai agreement is finalized 
and implemented — and there is every reason to presume that 
that determination is sincere. 

: Any other policy would be reckless. With the Arab world 
in turmoil over the Sinai agreement, and Egypt's ability to 
withstand the extremists’ pressures by no means proven yet, 
it would ‘be foofhardy indeed for Mr. Rabin to commit himself 
to further steps. 

For all his admirable desire to keep up the momentum of 
the peace process, Dr. Kissinger too must surely realize that 
any talks with Syria in the immediate future can only be 
tentative and inconclusive — because of the wait-and-see period 
which Israel must allow itself between the Sinai accord and 
the next move. 

It is unfortunate that the November 30 Undof expiry date 
will come up before Israel’s vital waiting period has run its 
course. But, as Mr. Rabin noted yesterday, Syria’s interest in 
preserving the disengagement is at least as tangible as Israel's, 
and it is up to President Assad to preserve it. ᾿

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SOME LITTLE LIP-SERVICE, 
very little indeed, was paid to 
the subject of Aliya in the flurry 
of spiritual stocktaking that saw 
in the year 5736.

In a disputation with 
a kibbutznik, as recorded in 
Daevar, Abu-Ziad described 
himself as a Palestinian of 
moderate views, to a 
Palestinian State which will in- 
corporate, in addition to the 
West Bank and Gaza, such parts 
of Galilee, including Nazareth, 
as have an Arab majority who 
must be free to secede from 
Israel under the banner of self- 
determination. Moreover, he 
would expect the rump Jewish

Trying to make Paris livable once more

PARIS. — Even before he has 
had time te sit down at his first 
sidewaik cafe, the visitor 
realizes there is something 
seriously wrong with the city. He 
is engulfed by a sound of rushing 
vehicles, a sound which pursues 
him up broad boulevards and 
down side streets. It is not a 
peripheral disturbance but a 
constant and pernicious noise 
that almost succeeds, together 
with the actual traffic, in reduc- 
ing the beauty of the city to 
irrelevance, like a magnificent 
coastline viewed across an ex- 
panse of angry sea by a drown- 

ing man. 

In his penthouse office atop the 
Paris Municipality’s ad- 
ministrative headquarters, a 
senior city planner concedes 
that his city, which safely sur- 
vived the ravages of the Second 
World War, has fallen victim to 
the motor vehicle. “11 tell you 
what the car has done to Paris,” 
says Monsieur Taurand, ‘It's 
taken the place of people."’ In his 
own once pleasant 
neighbourhood near the Bois de 
Vincennes, the mothers and 
prams who once dominated the 
quiet streets have been displac- 
ed by stampeding trucks. 

The principal object of the 
planners is to make Paris livable 
once more by cooling it down 
and shifting activities to the sub- 
urbs. The most dramatic move 
in this direction was the up 
rooting of the ancient Les Halles 
market, a decision which has 
deprived hardy tourists of the 
traditional early morning onion 
soup but which has also put an 
end to the trucking into the heart 
of Paris each day of tons of 
food. 

The most significant decision, 
however, calls for the creation 
of five new towns just 25-30 
kdlometres from Paris, two of 
which are already well into their 
first stage. These towns, whose 
combined population may reach 
500,000, are expected to absorb a 
substantial part of the popula- 
tion growth in the Paris region in 
coming years. (Paris itself 


numbers 2.6 million people while 
8 million live in the surrounding 
region.) In addition, the existing 
suburban communities which 
drape themselves around Paris 
like a shapeless growth are to be 
provided with-an urban 
backbone in the form of 10 cen- 
tres which will provide employ- 
ment, shopping, entertainment 
and other facilities making it 
less nec for residents to 
travel into Paris. In line with 
this policy, the Sorbonne for in- 
stance, has stopped growing in 
Paris itself but is opening a se- 
ries of suburban campuses. 


THE CENTRICITY of the 
national government and of 
Paris itself in the French 
scheme of things is reflected in 
the concentric road system con- 
verging on the capital. The 
planners are now atiempting to 
bend apart these road spokes so 
that new peripheral roads per- 
mit cars to travel from A to Bin 
the Paris region without passing 
down the Champs Elysees. 
Where the late President Pom- 
Pidou gave his blessing to office 
towers and in Paris as 
legitimate expressions of the 
20th century, this attitude is not 
shared by his successor or the 
Bublic at Jarge. Work on a 
freeway along the left bank of 
the Seine has been halted (the 
one on the right bank has been 
completed) and no massive new 
towers are being permitted. 
The Parisian planners con- 
cede that the city's public hous- 
ing is overcrowded, physically 
unappealing and socially 
Segregated. The worst social 
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cases have been concentrated in 
one small area in southern 
Paris. ‘‘They've just been 
dumped there and we don't know 
what to do about it now," says a 
senior administrator in the Paris 


. prefecture. In Jerusalem, an 


attempt is being made to in- 
tegrate slum evacuees by dis- 
tributing them in the new hous- 
ing developments being built 
around the city. 

A new approach to urban 
renewal which might have 
relevance for Israel is now being 
attempted in Paris. Instead of 
uprooting a neighbourhood and 
creating an entirely new en- 
vironment, one or two buildings 
in a given block are picked out 
for rehabilitation — the 
residents being moved out tem- 
porarily while the buildings are 
refurbished and green space 
provided in the courtyards. This 
way the social fabric of the 
neighbourhood is maintained. 

In the area of preservation, 


-Paris a few years ago adopted a 


policy virtually identical to that 
recently formulated by 
Jerusalem's planning depart- 
ment. It calls for the protection 
of entire neighbourhoods as well 
as individual buildings. The 
areas being thus preserved in 
Paris are smaller proportionally 
than the areas proposed for 
Jerusalem. 

Monsieur Taurand, who 
visited Jerusalem in 1972, is hap- 
py to hear that the city has also 
developed a restrictive policy 
regarding high rises. ‘I think 
often about Jerusalem," he said. 
“Don't build high."*
